Cuicaco, lll., Nov. 9.—The returns from 
Illinols are stlil incomplete this morning, but 
allindications pointto the carrying of the 
State by Cleveland and Stevenson by a plu- 
rality of from 8,000 to 10,000. Theentire Dem- 
ocratic State ticket Is also elected and the 
Democrats have amajority of the Congres- 
sional delegation and haveapparently gained 
control of both branches of the State Legis- 
lature. In view ofthe factthatthe State is 
to be redfstricted the coming winter the 
election of the Governor and both branches 
of the Legislature is of the utmost import- 
ance to that party, as it willenable them to 
so gerrymander the State as to gain great 
permanent advantage in congressional, leg- 
islative and judicial districts. The Repub- 
licans, While generally conceding the State 


to Cleveland, still insist there isa possibility 
of Republican supremacy in the Lower House 
of the General Assembly. 

The Democratic victory in Illinois !s appar- 
ently Que to two causes—the perfect organ- 
ization of the State by Chairman Cable and 
his colleagues of the Democratic National 
Cayppaign Committee and the general defec- 
tion of German-Lutheran voters in the Re- 
publican party. It was fully expected that 
the Germans would support Altgeld, the 
German-American candidate for Governor 
on the Democratic ticket, but the result 
shows that they have, toa great extent, sup- 
ported not only Altgeld, but Cleveland and 
Stevenson andthe entire Democratic State 
ticket. This unanimous indorsement of 
Democratic candidates is probably due to the 
recent action of the Lutheran leaders in 
recommending that the German-Lutherans 
support the entire Democratic ticket to the 
end that Democratic ticket tothe end that 
Democratic control of the Legislature might 
be secured and the repeal of the compulsory 
school law thereby assured.

Secretary Hare of the Republican State 
Committee says he has no reason to change 
the claims made by the committee late last 
night regarding the result in Kansas. He 
places Republican majorities on national 
and State tickets at 18,000. 

The Kansas delegation in Congress, so far 
as can be predicted by the meager returns at

The result is just what was to be ex- 
pected from the American people—a proc- 
lamation that all the unearned millions of 
a protected and subsidized plutocracy 
cannot corrupt voters enough to reverse 
the popular verdict of 1890 and buy more 
robber legislation with fhe consént of the 


people.

Paris Still Excited Over the Dynamite 
Outrage. 


Paris, Nov. 9.—The excitement caused by 
the blowing up of the police station in the 
Rue des Bons Enfants yesterday shows no 
great abatement; on the contrary it is rather 
increasing, and notwithstanding the denial 
ofthe Carmaux miners that they had any- 
thing todo with the affair, there are plenty 
of people who place the entire blame upon 
them. The more the affair is looked into, 
however, the stronger grows the belief 
amongthe unprejudiced that the explosion 
was not the work of any of the miners them- 
selves, but was due to Anarchist sympa- 
thizers with them. Notwithstanding the ex- 
traordinary efforts of the police to discover 
a clue to the perpetrator of the outrage, they 
have not as yet found the slightest bit of evi- 
dence-that wouldleadto his detection. The 
street in which the station was located was 
roped in, and no one but officials and work- 
ingmen were allowed to pass the Darriers. 
Until after midnight workmen were busy in 
clearing away the debris. They worked by 
torchlight, andthe scene, when the horrible 
pature of the death which had come to the 
five victims was borne in mind, was a 
weirdone. It was atfirst tnought that the 
wrecked building would have to be torn 
down, and that course may be followed after 
experts pass an opinion upon the structure. 
ln the meantime, however, the bulging walls 
have been shored up to prevent thelr falling 
outward. Amongthe crowds of on-lookers 
who gathered in the streets beyond the bar- 
riers was a man who deciared that the An- 
archists were right in blowing up the bour- 
geoise. He had hardly uttered the words be- 
fore be found himselfin the graspof a gend- 
arme, who locked Lim up. 

The Government has decided to prosecute 
anumberof militant Anarchists. It is the 
general impression that this action should 
have been taken before they had an oppor- 
tunity to perpetrate such a cowardly outrage 
as that of yesterday.

The Government apb- 
nounces that there is a deficit of 40,000,000 
marks in the revenue, as estimated, for 1893 
and that the amount will be raised by a loan. 
Owing tothe ioss of business caused to the 
railways by the cholera epidemic, the Gov- 
ernment does not expect any balance to be 
left over from 1892, and therefore the imended 
increase of official salaries will be postponed.

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‘KENRICKE’S COADJUTOR. 


The Appointment of an Assistant Bishop 
Is Taking Shapes. 


The matter of selecinga coadjutor forthe 
archdiocese of S8t. Louls has reached 


a focus. A gocd dGeal of bewildering 
misinformation concerning the matter 
has found its way into print even to. the 
extentof saying that theassistant Bishop 
may be appointed in time to represent Arch- 
bishop Kenrick atthe November meeting. 
The situation at present is. Cardinal 
Ledo Chowsky, prefect of the Propaganda 
has sent a communication to Archbishop 
Kenrick, informing him to take the necessary 
steps towards appointing a coadjutor. 

Now comes the perplexing part of the situa- 
tion. The laws pertaining to the appoint- 
ment of suffragan and coadjutor bishops, 
which existed previous to the late Baltimore 
council, were abrogated. The Baltimore de- 
crees were never promulgated in 
this diocese. There are, therefore, no laws 
governing the matter in existence in this 
diocese. If the Baltimore decrees were in 
force, the priests would have the right to 
vote for their successors. They claim that 
though they bave no right ‘‘de forma’’ they 
have the right *‘de facto’’ to vote for the 
coadjutor and they mean that _ thelr 
right shali be recognized. The plan of or- 
ganization among the. priests has already 
been outlined in this paper. The organiza- 
tion is now complete and ready to lock horns 
with the suffragan bishops Over their right to 
vote. An understandiny. has been reached 
with the Priester Verein or German section 
of the diocese and the priests will meet and 
voteon three names. The Germans ,have 
agreed tostand aside for the present/ as a 
nomination of a man of their nationality 
would be sure to raise the cry of 
Cahensleyism. The priestsof both sections 
have practically agreed to yote on three 
names. They are Bishops Hennessey of 
Dubuque, Spalding of Peoria and Fitzgerald 
of Little Kock. Bishop Kane of Wheel- 
ing has aiso a strong following. 
When the priests have voted on these names 
they willl send them with a memorialto Arch- 
bishop Kenrick, Archbishop Satalli, the 
papal legate, and to the Propaganda. 

Archbishop Kenrick is preparing to act on 
the suggestion ofthe Propaganda as he has 
sent outa call to the suffragan Mshops of 
this diocese. The priests intend to get 
ahead of the bishops as if it is left to them it 
is well understood that the archbishop will 
influence them to vote as he wishes and his 
se lection for the place is not acceptible toa 
majority of the priests of the diocese.

Suppose the Congress does pass such arule, 
how inthe name of common sense Is it to be 
enforced? That a question I would like 
some of these authorities, who have invented 
the idea, toanswer. No one would’ be more 
in favor of voting for a rule that would 
puta stop to jockeys betting directly or indi- 
rectly than me, but while it may be 
possible to prevent them from doing so 
directly, I do not see how in the world 
any rule can stop them from doling soindadl. 
rectly. Now, believing as | do inthis re- 
spect lam certainly not going to aid in pass- 
ingarule which, itis claimed, will accom. 
plish what.is desired, but which lam. posi- 
tive will not. ‘‘This vale istem,.’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Shaw, ‘‘however, must be and 
undoubtedly will be abolished. More jockeys 
are led into the crooked paths by their valets 
than the public imagine, and the only way to 
puta stop tothe evil, as it certainly is, will 
be to abolish the system altoxyether. This 
afternoon's meeting will pass a rule, lam 
almost certain, providing that each jockey 
clubengage compenent and honest men to 
look after the Jockeys while they are prepar- 
ingtoride. The congress has nothing to do 
with the dates settled upon by tne various 
associations to race next year. St. Louis and
